mide by Governnet on the other hand. 
And having applied unto Cusar, 1 think 
everyone. must agrec that wo are bound to 
abide by Ciesar's decision, and if tho recém- 
inendations of these sanitary experts are of 
avy value at all, they are worth being put 
into effect immediately. “Perhaps pot all 
just news, but still some, and althongh [ 
quite e with you, sir, that for some 
Teasona it would bo better to wait. until we 
lave Professor Simpson's fins! report, 1 
cannot agree with you altogether, and for 
the reason that the Kstinates for 1903 are 
now being  prepnrecl, and, if ‘wo de- 
Jay forwarding our recommendations 
tu the Government, wo may have to 
wait for «+ whole year, hecause they vould 
bo ton late for insertion in the 1903 Esti- 
iatos.

should also be made for ubtaining inforins- 
tion regardiny the spiread of the discase in 
districts outside of the Colony. Professor 
Simpson laid grent stress upon this point, 
and 1 think everyone will agree that wo 
should Juse no time in making our arrange:

oflicials to keep uq informed with regard 
to outbresks of plague in thoir districty. 
That need not cost any money and need 
not be delayed. ‘Tho more thorough in- 
speetion of shipping--that is a very import- 
ant inntter which experience has shown us 
should be dealt .with at once. We had an 
instance only the other day vf « ship from 
jombay bringing plague to Shanghai, and 
the eame might easily have happened to 
Hongkong. All. shipping arriving from 
plague-infectedl ports shoald have 4 
more thorough inspection than they have 
at the present moment, The principal 
recommendation, which T suggest should be 
forwarded to Government is ono which will 
involve a very radical chango in the cunsti- 
tutjon of this Board, and that is the ippoint- 
ment of a sanitary Commissioner.

I do not know the circumstances 
or true facta of thecase, but Ihave ne doubt 
that there were faults on’ both sides, 
In fact, there can be no doubt about it that 
uur inspectors hyo a very trying tusk to 
fullil, They have gremt difficulties put in 
their way, and T have no doubt many 
ineults acy thrown at them. At the sane 
time, we amet insiat upon it chat “nu 
einployé of the Board, and especially 
a Chinese cmployé, shall go beyond their 
legal puwors, 1 “should like to move, 
sir, that a notice Le issued to the cmployés 
to the effect that, if any of them are 
eaught. excecding, 
unnecessarily annoying people in the oxecu. 
tion of their duty. they will be severely 
dealt with, 

Dr Atkinson thought it would be advis- 
able to remit this te the Medical Officer of 
Health to report, :
